Basking ix Missouri. — The new constitutional 
provision on banking, which has just passed both 
houses of the Missouri Legislature, authorises the 
incorporation of ten banks with a capital not to ex- 
ceed twenty millions of dollars, the foundation of 
which shall lie specie. No bank can tie chartered 
upon any other basis. Heretofore the banking pri- 
vileges of that State have l>een restricted to the 
State Bank having a capital of five millions of dol- 
lars with five branches in the State— and which has, 
for over nineteen years, been conducted on a capital 
of $1,200,000.

RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS. 

The weather moderated night before last, and 
it was snowing most of the day yesterday. There 
is nothing to report in regard to the river. The 
ferry-boats run all day yesterday. 

Loss of Steamboat C. Hays. — The steamboat C. 
Hays, Capt. Briggs, from Bayou Macon, bound for 
New Orleans, sunk on the night of the 7th inst., in 
rounding to to make a landing on Black river, about 
37 milles below Trenton, and became a total loss. 
The steamboat Julia took from the wreck the officers 
and crew and 250 bales of cotton. No lives were 
lost. 

The Memphis Appeal, of Friday, says: 
Boats going down or coming up begin to experi- 
ence considerable difficulty it President's Island bar, 
on which there is only seven feet water at the shal- 
lowest places. The Belfast laid bv l>elow the bar, 
and the Hill above, night before last. The latter 
did not get over until last evening.

The proprie- 
tors surnished their employees each with a new ax, 
wagons, and teams, and sent them to the country to 
hunt up supplies of fuel for the use of their families.

On 
diligent inquiry this seems to be the extent of the 
Bank failures in Illinois.

Mr. Simonton, the correspondent of the New York

Besides, the 
Mesilla Valley was purchased from Mexico, at the 
cost of ten millions of dollars, in furtherance of the 
enterprise. Various are the combinations, large is 
the outlay, and great is the interest manifested rela- 
tive to the contemplated work. 1 shall say nothing 
about the Congressional oratory which has !>een in- 
dulged on the same theme. Poor Whitney, who 
was, I believe, the fir.«t to ask for an appropriation 
of lands to aid him in constructing a railroaa to the 
Paeitic, has been cast completely into the shade by 
the more importunate speculators. His name is no 
more mentioned in that connection. He is probably 
engaged in pursuits which give him present returns 
— some one lately said the "milk business" — which, 
so far as the animal is concerned, is better than re- 
maining idle, waiting for favorable Congressional 
action in his behalf; for that day will never arrive. 

The time has not yet come when Congress can 
agree upon the details of a bill. Local interests and 
scrambling for the spoils prevent agreement. 

The bill for the reduction of the tarts' has re- 
ceived but little notice in Committee of the Whole 
on the State of the Union, to which it was referred 
for discussion. A decision of the Chairman (Mr. 
Washburn temporarily presiding) against speeches 
on "matters and things in general" was overruled, 
notwithstanding the rule requires debate to be strict- 
ly confined to the immediate question pending. The 
nigger topic is still dominant, although nothing new 
whatever can be said upon the subject. It seems 
that gentlemen have a peculiar fondness for it; for 
what good can spouting and ranting do? Sensible 
men cannut desire a rehash or reproduction of the 
stump speeches "let out" during the late Presiden- 
tial contest. If but half the time occupied in Ethi- 
opian oratorical discussious were devoted to the 
public business. Congressmen would enjoy in a high 
degree the respect of the country. 

The National Agricultural Society, which ha9 
just completed its annual session in this city, has re- 
solved to meet next year in Louisville. It was Mr. 
Underwood of your State who offered a resolution 
on the subjeci of purchasing Mount Vernon for a 
national institution for the promotion of agricultire; 
application te that end to be made to Cougress, pro- 
vided the proprietor of the estate will dispose of the 
property. And in this connection it should be stated 
that Congress is to be memorialized for the estab- 
lishment of an Agricultural Department with a 
Cabinet Minister at its head. No one acquainted 
with the subject can deny the necessity for such a 
measure. At present the Commissioner of Patents 
has oversight of the seed and cuttings distribution 
bureuu, but his duties are under the control to a 
great extent, of the Secretarv of the Interior. Here, 
by way of parenthesis, I will mention that, during 
the absence of Commissioner Mason last autumn, 
Secretary McClellan interfered with his arrange- 
ments without consulting him. Mr. Mason, ag- 
grieved thereby, at once offered his resignation, and 
it was not until the Secretary had made some satis- 
factory amends, that the letter of resignation was 
withdrawn. The public, however, were not at that 
time aware of these facts in the case. 

The Senate will doubtless concur in the House 
amendments to the bill relating to coins, the promi- 
nent features of which measure are — the coinage of a 
new cent piece, composed of eighty-eight parte of cop- 
per and twelve of nickel, and which will be scarcely 
larger than a dime, hut twice as thick; and the ban- 
ishment of the Spanish or Mexican quarter, eighth, 
and sixteenth of a dollar pieces (kowu hereabouts as 
quarters, levies, and lips) by receiving them in pay- 
ment of public dues, at the rate of twentv, ten, and 
live cents, but not again to be reissued. The coinage 
of the half cent is to cease. It is time that our 
country had an exclusively national currency. 

Gen. Simon Cameron, the Senator elect from 
Pennsylvania, arrived here last night. The Repub- 
licans had a "good time" in the way of congratula- 
ting him upon his triumph over Fornev. 

The mission of Gov. Johnson, of Tennesssee. has 
reference to the Hermitage being offered to the Gov- 
ernment, by that State, for a branch of the Military 
Academy. Congress will soon be required to take 
action upon the subject.

Mk. Fixmiksck's Pension Bill to Equalize the 
Akmt, Navy, and Makine Pensions.— This bill 
proposes that all invalid pensions shall be not less 
than eight dollars per month for disability in the 
highest degree and in proportion for a less degree, 
to commence from the occurrence of the disability. 
It also provides that if any person has died or shall 
die of injury received, casualty incurred or disease 
contracted whilst in the line of duty in the army, 
navy, or marine corps, his widow, or, if no widow, 
his children shall receive a monthly pension, to be 
computed according to the rate of the present navy 
pay; the rank of army officers to be assimilated to 
that of navy officers. Some exceptions are provi- 
ded for in cases where disability or death has re- 
sulted from vicious conduct or immoral habits.

The New York Common Couneil has resolved to 
purchase two steam fire engines for the city, at a 
cost of $8,a00 each. 

The ladies and gentlemen in Boston are having 
moonlight skating parties on the ice, with 
mu;ic to enliven them. 

A proposition to build a bridge from New York 
to Brooklyn is discussed in the New York papers. 

Another Railroad front Buffalo to New York.— The 
Buffalo Republic states that arrangements have 
been fully completed to build a single track railroad 
from that city to New York. The stock is said to 
t« already fully subscribed, and the management in 
the hands of New York capitalists, who will push 
the enterprise forward so as to have it fully comple- 
ted within two years. Tlie route is to be air-liue 
from Buffalo to Syracuse, and from thence to New- 
burg, on the Hudson river. Negotiations are now 
on foot to purchase the Canandaigua and Niagara 
Falls road, with a view to its incorporation into the 
proposed route, as far as applicable. The road is to 
be a single six foot track, to be furnished with tele- 
graph and to be designed principally for the freight- 
ing business. The expense, it is confidently esti- 
mated, will not exceed $0,000,000. 

The Legislature of Tennessee, at its last session, 
passed an act authorizing the Governor of that State 
to purchase five hundred acres of the Hermitage, 
including the mansion of General Jackson and the 
tomb where now repose the remains of the illustri- 
ous hero and patriot and those of his beloved wife, 
and to make a tender of the same to the General 
Government, provided a branch of the Military 
Academy should be established at that place. In 
pursuance of this aet Governor Johnson purchased 
the Hermitage for the sum of forty-eight thousand 
dollars, and on Wednesday arrived in Washington, 
and made a formal tender of the property, with the 
condition annexed, to the President. The President, 
in reply, stated that this offer of the State of Ten- 
nessee would be promptly communicated by him to 
Congress. 

The Havana correspondent of the New York Cou- 
rier and Enquirer says: "If a reduction in the su- 
gar duties is resolved upon, the government of this 
island will probably return the compliment by re- 
ducing the heavy duties imposed here upon flour, 
the growth of the United States." 

It is stated that a new guano island, called Som- 
brero, lying within eight days' sail of New York, 
has been discovered. It is asserted to contain over 
six millions of tons of guano, of a better quality 
than has ever been brought to this country. 

We continue to hear of persons being frozen to 
death in Iowa. Three men were found dead near 
New Oregon, Mitchell county, on the 2d mst. Sev- 
eral others are missing in the northern part of that 
county. 

A writer in the New York Journal of Commerce 
says a simple and effectual remedy for curing frosted 
feet, and one that will afford immediate relief, is to 
heat a brick very hot, and hold the foot over it as 
closely as it can l>e held without burning. Cut an 
onion in two, and, dipping it repeatedlv in salt, rub 
it all over the feet. The juice of the'ouion will l>e 
dried into the foot, and effect a cure in a very short 
time. If this is done a few times, it is almost cer- 
tain to cure your feet entirely. 

Extraordinary Escajye from Freezing. — Capt. Jen- 
kins, member elect from Marshall county to the 
next Legislature of Virginia, has just arrived in Al- 
exandria, after a most extraordinary escape from 
freezing. He left home in company with Gen- 
Frank Marshall; when some eighty miles from home, 
riding ahead of Gen. M., he lost his way, and was 
out five days and nights, without food "for himself 
or horse. All the injury he received was frosted 
ears. His friends had almost despaired of his safe- 
ty, but are now rejoicing over his uelivery. 

The Illinois River. — It is designed to make appli- 
cation to the Illinois legislature, the present ses- 
sion, for jwwer to improve the navigation of the Il- 
linois river by means of locks and dams. A plan is 
also talked about at Chicago for deepening the canal 
from that city to Peru, so as to admit the passage of 
boats drawing 5 to 6 feet of water, which will open 
a navigable line from Chicago direct to New Orleans 
and the Gulf ports. It is said to be feasible, and 
that, with the i>ower granted to do it, it would be 
likely to be undertaken by private enterprise at 
once.

Foueign News.— The telegraph furnished us a 
very meagre account of the news brought by the 
City of Washington, and, though we have since re- 
ceived the substance of the Asia's news by tele- 
graph, which is some days later, the following 
summary will be found very interesting: 

The English funds opened steadily on Monday 
morning at the firm prices of Saturday, but late in 
the day there was a reaction of a quarter per cent. 
Consols for January were first quoted 94>6 to 94^ 
ex-dividend. Toward the close of business they re- 
ceded to 94 to 94^, and after regular hours there 
were sellers at 94. The intelligence of the bom- 
bardment of Canton produced no material effect, and 
the announcements of the Russian Minister at Paris 
having agreed to the Bessarabian frontier line pro- 
posed by the allies and of the arrival of the Red 
Jacket from Australia were calculated to strengthen 
the market. The ultimate heaviness, therefore, was 
mainly attributable to a new and sudden fall on the 
Paris Bourse. The next Consol account is fixed for 
the 5th of February, and the last quotation for that 
period was 94X- 

There was a full demand to-day (Monday) for mon- 
ey, and nothing is done in the discount-market under 
the Bank minimum. 

The operations in foreign securities were not ex- 
tensive, and prices were rather lower toward the 
close. 

The final quotations of the French Three Per 
Cents on the Paris Bourse this evening were G6f. 60c. 
for money, and 6Gf. for the account, showing a de- 
cline of three-quarters per cent. This movement is 
supposed to have been mainly caused by operations 
in connexion with the approaching liquidation. 

A further sum of about £20,000 in gold was taken 
from the Bank to-day for exportation. 

The gold brought by the Arabia to-day, from 
America, is £54,000. 

The Tagus, from the Peninsula, lias also brought 
£19,774. 

The Red Jacket has arrived off Liverpool, and is 
believed to have brought from £400,000 to £500,000. 
About half of this amount will probably be taken 
to the Bank of England. 

The advices from Australia by the Overland Mail 
are stated to reach to the 20th of October, bein<r 
more than three weeks later than those by the Red 
Jacket. According to these , £340,000 had been ship- 
ped from Melbourne between the 11th and 18th of 
October. 

The Hamburg letters state that the rate of discount 
has further receded to 63 i per cent. 

The telegraphic quotations of the rates of ex- 
change from China by the present mail are again 
favorable, the decline at Shanghai having been from 
7s 7d to 7s 5d, and at Canton from 4s 8>^d to 4s 8d. 
In India, however, the rates are still upheld, and 
the demand for silver for that quarter has to-day 
slightly increased. 

The "news from China caused great excitement 
this morning in the tea market, and in the early 
part of the day several thousand chests were pur- 
chased, in sum* instances on Liverpool account. 
For good common congou, which was quoted on 
Saturday lOJ^d per lb, Is was readily offered, but 
later in the day there were sellere at that price. 
Some effect was also produced on the price of silk, 
which experienced an advance of 6d per lb. 



bo steamer, which takes out the India 
mail of the 4th of January, will be large. 
The amount already engaged is £300,000, princi- 
pally silver, for India. The telegraphic intelligence 
from China, received to-day, may, it is thought, 
partially limit the total to be sent in that! direction. 

The trade reports from the manufacturing dis- 
tricts for the closing week of the year all refer to 
the extraordinary prosperity by\which the past 
twelve months have teen characterized, and indi- 
cate great confidence in the prospents of 1857. At 
Manchester, although the Christmas holidays have 
interfered with business, the market has presented 
a very favorable api>earance, and the lowne"ss of 
stocks, coupled with the upward movement in cot- 
ton, causes a great increase of firmness in all de- 
scriptions of goods. The Birmingham accounts 
mention that the question of the maintenance of the 
existing prices ot iron during the coming quarter 
has been decided, and that there is active employ- 
ment in all the manufactories of the place, the re- 
ports as to the general demand throughout the 
country being extremely satisfactory. At Notting- 
ham large American orders have been received, and 
the most favorable anticipations are entertained of 
the spring season. In the woolen districts there has 
been more than an average business, but in the Irish 
linen markets quotations have shown a tendency to 
heaviness. 

The Arctic Ship Resdutt— Portsmouth, Dec. 29. 
At 12 o'clock to-morrow the Americun flag will be 
hauled down on board the Resolute, when it will be 
saluted bv the Victory with 21 guns. The Union 
Jack will* then be hoisted,. and the ship will be givtn 
up to the authorities. There will be no other cere- 
mony on the occasion. In the afternoon, the Spright- 
ly steam tender, Master Commanding George Allen, 
will convey the officers and crew to Southampton, to 
embark there on board the United States mail- 
steam ship Washington, which leaves on Wednes- 
day for New York. The Washington passed this af- 
ternoon through Spithead from Hamburg, to take 
the British mail, passengers, &c, on board from 
Southampton.

THE BOMBARDMENT OF CANTON. 

Advices from Alexandria render it possible to ob- 
tain a complete and connected view of the recent oc- 
currence;, ut Canton. 

It has more than once been mentioned by our 
correspondent at Hong Kong that the intercourse 
between the British authorities and the Governor of 
Canton has for some time been embarrassed with 
growing difficulties, the result of the unredressed 
grievances of British merchants. On the 8th of 
October, the Chinese authorities consummated their 
career of arbitrary violence by seizing a lorcha un-. 
der British colors, and making prisoners of the 
crew. • It is stated on good authority that they cut 
off the heads of four.of the crew, The consul, Mr. 
Parkes, the British agent on the spot, proceeded 
first on board the lorcha, and afterwards endeavored 
to obtain an interview with' the mandarins. On 
board the lorcha he was menaced, and the manda- 
rins refused tp give any explanation of the proceed- 
ing. 

The consul immediately despatched intelligence 
of these events to Sir John Bowring, at Hong Kong, 
and also to Sir Michael Seymour, who was on the 
spot, and reprisals were commenced in a mild form 
bv the seizure of a mandarin junk, which Commo- 
dore the Hon. C. G. J. B. Elliott, of the Sybille, 
took and sent to Hong Kong. Meanwhile the con- 
sul sent in a strong remonstrance to Yeh, the gov- 
ernor of the city, to which no answer was returned. 
Finding all his efforts vain, Consul Parkes renounc- 
ed further attempts at reconciliation, and a naval 
force soon appeared on the scene. 

Oh the 18th of Octolier, Sir Michael Seymour de- 
spatched from Hong Kong the screw corvette En- 
counter, 14 guns, and the steam sloop Sampson, 6, I 
for Whanipoain the first instance, with a large force j 
of marines and blue jackets; and the steam sloop | 
Barracouta followed with further detachments. 
Admiral Seymour himself then proceeded to Can- 
ton, and undertook the direction of the operations. 
The British and other traders were officially warned 
of the posture of affairs, and commercial transac- 
I tious, which for a week before had been little more 
| than nominal, were suspended. 

The river in front of Canton is rather broader than 
the Thames at London Bridge, but the depth of 
| water does not exceed two fathoms, while the nar- 
| row passages, by which access is gained to it on the 
eastern side of the Island of Whampoa, have a 
depth not exceeding a fathom and a half. The city 
is externally tzuarded by five forts, of which two are 
on the land side and two on Pearl river. These were 
attacked and taken by our countrymen, on the 24th 
of October. An attempt was then made by Admi- 
ral Seymour to terminate the difficulty without fur- 
ther hostilities, but the Chinese Governor would 
neither give satisfaction nor grant an interview to 
the British commander. 

Admiral Seymour then determined to attack the 
city itself. A wall, composed partly of sandstone 
and partly of brick, surrounds Canton; it is about 
30 net high and 25 feet thick, and is mounted with 
cannon. Against this wall a fire was opened on the 
27th of October, and by the 29th a practical breach 
had been opened, through which the troops entered. 
The Governor's palace, situate in the southwest part 
of the new citv, was gained, but appears not to have 
proved a position worth holding, for the troops were 
withdrawn in the evening, with a loss of only three 
killed and twelve wounded. 

A further attempt which was now made fo nego- 
tiate proved vain, and it was then resolved to at- 
tack the old, inner or Mantchou portion of the city, 
divided from the Southern by a high, massive stone 
wall, and containing the garrison of Canton. This 
part of the city was bombarded on the 3rd and 4th 
of November; on the 6th the Barracouta destroyed 
twenty-three war junks. Another interval of re- 
flection was then granted to the Chinese Governor, 
but at the date of the last accounts from Canton 
which had reached Hong Kong no signs of an ac- 
commodation were discernable. 

The Imperialist garrison of Canton was in a very 
weakened state. The Governor had raised the pay 
of the common soldiers from six to eight dollars "a 
month. Kaweilian-foo, the capital of the adjoining 
province of Kwangsi, was closely invested by the 
insurgents, who, it was thought, would probably 
attack the Mantchou Governor as soon as his new 
embarrasments liecame known. 

Our fleet of war ships in the Chinese seas is at 
this particular time large, consisting of ten ships 
and three steamers. 

The Daily News says the crew corvette Encounter 
and the steam sloops "Sampson and Barracouta were 
engaged in the naval attack on Canton. 

The Times, in a leader, says that, in a city thickly 
inhabited as Canton, the loss of lives from a bom- 
bardment must have been enormous. Assuming 
the collision to be inevitable, the stoppage of com- 
merce at this moment is peculiarly unfortunate. The 
failure of the silk in southern Europe rendered the 
Chinese export especially valuable, and anything 
which tends to raise the price- of tea is matter of im- 
portance to every family. Canton is the third port 
in rank for the export of tea. 

Gale and Heavy Fall of Snom—Wrtclcofa Steamer 
andotlter Vessels.— The accounts communicated to 
Lloyd's, on Saturday, from different parts of the 
coast, report a strong northeasterly gale prevailing, 
with heavv falls of snow. 

The Osprev, screw steamer, from Hamburg, in 
endeavoring to get into West Hartlepool, struck on 
the bar, was driven against the north pier, and soon 
afterwards went down. Providentially the crew 
were saved. In consequence of the gale and heavy 
sea which prevailed it is difficult to say what will .be 
the fate of the ship. It is hoped that most of the 
cargo will be saved. 

France.— The Times Paris correspondent says that 
the answer of the Russian government, with refer- 
ence to the Paris conferences, has been received, and 
that the Czar assents to all that has been proposed. 

Spain. The Madrid Gazette publishes a royal de- 
cree authorising the free importation of wheat, bar- 
ley, maize, and flour into the ports of the Asturias 
at the request of the Governor of Oviedo. 

Italy— Pardons by the Pope.— The Univers pub- 
lishes two lists of refugees or political prisoners par- 
doned by the Pope at different periods since 1849. 
The first list contains 35 names of members of the 
Roman Constituent Assembly of that year; the se- 
cond 24 names of officers of the Papal army, who 
sided at that period with the Constitutent Assembly. 
In neither of these lists do we find any name having 
acquired much political notoriety.

"Dear and faithful Com%dei|ites: In the very se- 
rious position in which our country is now placed, 
we think it our duty to direa your attention espe- 
cially to the police service, and beg you to take care 
o have k energetically employed, in particular, for 
the prevention of two great evils. On the one 
hand, it is alleged that Switzerland is overrun with 
spies and agents, who are paid to excite the people; 
that the former studv to make themselves acquamt- 
ed with the defensive resources of the country, and 
endeavor, by all sorts ef false rumors, to sow divi- 
sion amongst the people and engender discourage- 
ment, whilst the Utter address themselves to for- 
eign residents, and especially to political refugees in 
Switzerland, whom thev urge to undertake revolu- 
tionary enterprises in their own country, or at least 
to commit themselves by revolutionary declare- i 
tions. It will be for you to enjoin upon your police 
the most active vigilance and energetic interposition 
to check the practices of such person*. On the oth- 
er hand, it appears to us no less necessary to pre- 
vent, so far as depends upon us to prevent it, for- 
eigners within our territory concerting schemes 
which may I* dangerous to other States. Let us, 
by the attitude we maintain, prove that our caa-e i- 
a national one, and that the defense of our rights is 
to us a question of honor; and let us repel by 0 ur 
conduct the accusation that we subserve the ends of ! 
foreign demagogues. You are invited, then, if need ' 
be. to resist the invasion of our country by any new 
political refugees, to look carefully after those whom 
you at present allow to find refuge here, to intimate 
to them that they must abstain from all political 
manifestations, as well as from all secret conspira- 
cies, and to inform them that, in case of anv infrac- 
tion of these orders, they will be liable at least to im- 
mediate expulsion from the Swiss territory. In con- 
clusion, we have also to express our desire that you 
should use all your influence with the Swiss press, 
likewise, to induce it to discuss the situation of af- 
fairs with seriousness and dignity and abstain from 
injurious language and rude provocation, which 
would be dangerous to our national cause. We take 
this opportunity to commend you, our dear and 
faithful confederates, to the Divine protection. In 
the name of the Swiss Federal Council, the Presi- 
dent of the Confederation. STOEMPFLI." 

A dispatch from Berne, of the 26th, in the Augs- 
burg Gazette, says that the police of Berne have 
expelled M. Doviat for an article insulting to the 
King of Prussia. The presence of Mazzini at 
Berne Is denied. 

Berne, Tuesday. — The National Council has 
adopted unanimously the proposition of unlimit- 
ed credit. This evening the Coinmandant-iu-Chief 
will be named. The American Envoy left Berne for 
Berlin, with offers of mediation. 

Sums to a . heavy amount have been offered by 
the Swiss bankers, in Paris and elsewhere, to en- 
able the Swiss Government to carry on the war, if 
necessary. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times is. informed 
that three of the Swiss regiments iu the pay of the 
King of Naples will probably be recalled. 

In Wurtemburg a formidable party has- pronoun- 
ced against Prussia, and, of course, in favor of 
Switzerland. An address has been presented to 
fhe King, signed bv ten memliers of the Commit- 
tee of the States, praying his Majesty to refuse his 
consent to the, inarch of the Prussian troops through 
his territory. 

A corresi>oudent of La Presse, writing on the 26th 
of Deceml»er, gives some particulars of what is going 
on in that part of Switzerland where hostilities 
would probably commence. On Christmas Day all 
the corps which composed the two divisions of Bour- 
geois and Ziegler, making an effective force of 
30,000 men of the federal army, in addition to the 
troops which have already been set on foot by the 
cantons adjoining the frontier, were concentrated at 
their general headquarters, Liestall and Frauenfeld, 
respectively, thence to be drawn out along the fron- 
tier of the Rhine. On Christmas eve a simultane- 
ous military review was held at all the places d'armes 
of the several districts of the canton of St. Gall. 

England and Persia. — The Teheran Gazette of the 
7th Raby-el-aoul (5th of November) announces 
that tlie siege of Herat was undertaken to prevent 
the ' Governor, Esa Khan, from surrendering the 
town to -the Emir Khan. This proceeding, the Ga- 
zette adds, was perfectly consistent with the treaty 
of Herat concluded between Great Britain and Per- 
sia. Notwithstanding all that has passed, the Per- 
sian Government has not lost sight of the preserva- 
tion of its friendship with Great Britain, and is 
ready to withdraw her troops from Herat on condi- 
tion that the British Government shall take meas- 
ures iu Candahar, Affghanistan, and Herat itself to 
secure that each of those countries shall remain for- 
ever under the rule of its own government. 

Australia. — Liverpool, Dec. 29. — The clipper ship 
Red Jacket, Capt. O'Halloran, arrived to-day w ith 
advices from Melbourne to the 2d of October. She 
has brought 133,000 ounces of gold on freight, 150 
passengers, and a large general eargo. 

We abridge from the Melbourne Argus a summa- 
ry of the events which had occurred subsequently 
to the departure of the previous advices. 

So soon as the summer has fairly sit in, it is quite 
certain that the amounts sent down weekly will in- 
crease rapidly. Many of the wet sinkings in the 
older fields and some on the later discoveries are now 
being "shepherded," until the state of the weather 
permits of their being worked. The quartz reefs 
show no symptoms of exhaustion, but, on the con- 
trary, are yielding more plentifully than ever, and 
everything bids fair to stamp the current year as 
the most prolific since the discovery of the precious 
metal. 

The two events of greatest Interest since the date 
of our last summary have been the discovery of a 
new gold field— Dunolly, to the northwest of Bendi- 
go, and the "rush" thither, within the month, of 
nearly 50,(300 miners from Bendigo, Marylwrough, 
and other places. The sinkings in this field vary from 
25 to 40 feet, many of them being very wet. Several 
parties have been fortunate, but we have not heard 
of any authentic instances of extraordinary luck. 
The large number remaining steadily at work, how- 
ever, demonstrates that Dunolly is above the 
average of recent discoveries, and that it will be- 
come a valuable addition to the resources of the 
colonv. ' • " 

The Latest.— Berne, Tuesday evening.— The steam- 
ers on the lakes of the four Cantons are armed with 
artillery. All the Swiss fortresses and castles are 
put in a state of defence. The march of Prussian 
troops through Wurtemburg is refused. 

Studgart, Dec. 30. — The Moniteur official pub- 
lishes the report of the Commission relative to the 
passage of Prussian troops. The Commission, rely- 
ing on the positive right of allies, refuse the de- 
mand of Prussia, as a political intrusion. 

Ixmdon, Dec. 30. — The transactions in common 
Congou tea were very large yesterday; about 8,000 
chests sold, nearly all at Is, which was l^d. ad- 
vance. To-day the excitement has partially subsi-. 
ded, both buyers and sellers seeming disposed to 
wait the arrival of China letters; but an early specu- 
lator accepted llj^d for 1,500 chests common Con- 
gou. ^

Political Judges. — Some months since a bill 
1 to prevent the interference of judges in partisan 
politics" was introduced into the Pennsylvania Leg- 
islature. We believe it was not then pressed to a 
▼ote, though it will probably be revived at the 
present session, and finally disposed of. This some- 
what novel bill fixes the penalty for a violation c f 
its provisions at five hundred dollars for the first 
offense, and for the second it subjects the offender to 
impeachment and to removal from othce. We have 
no means of knowing whether or not the bill is 
called for by the actual deportment of judges in 
Pennsylvania, but if it is, and from the tone of the 
debate that arose upon its introduction we fear that 
it is, then undoubtedly the judges of Pennsylvania 
are a disgrace to the people who elected them, to the 
system by which they were elevated, and to the er- 
mine whicb they have so shamelessly polluted. They 
are a burning and lasting disgrace to the whole 



But whether the bill is really called for by the 
existing character of the Pennsylvania judiciary or 
not, the mere fact of its introduction into the Legis- 
lature, and of its vigorous support by several of the 
most influential members, is ample proof that 
the judges of the Keystone State are not Hales 
or Marshalls, or even worthy to unloose the sboe- 
etrings of tho*e who are, if there be any. The 
of the House, who participated in the 
as an advocate of the bill, declared that 
one judge had not unfrequently held court in the 
day time in the county of Susquehannah, and at 
night come down from the bench and addressed the 



on the exciting political questions of the dav. 
If this is a tolerable specimen of the deportment "of 
the Pennsylvania judges, they have evidently car- 
ried out the elective system to within a stage or two 
of its logical results, if they have not carried it out 
They hare run it to the dust, if not into 
A step lower will bring them to the 
of exciting the hopes and fears of litigants 
of securing their votes and influence, 
more and more convinced that the ten- 
dency of the system everywhere is in this perilous 
direction, and that (without an extraordinary effort 
of popular virtue and intelligence) to 
ion it must come at last. 

The evil no doubt is sufficiently alarming in 
■ylvania, but we do not value the proposed remedy 
Tery highly. If the judiciary of the State is so cor- 
rupt as to call for penal legislation against its mem- 
bers, it is too corrupt to be materially improved by 
legislation of any kind. Certainly the effect of this 
■ort of legislation would be only to degrade the ju- 
diciary in its own estimation by placing upon the 
statute book the record of the people's contempt for 
it, and to thus magnify rather than palliate or ex- 
tinguish the evil. The policy of the remedy sug. 
gested, indeed, bears a melancholy resemblance to 
that in accordance with which the world is wont to 
crash fallen* woman into new and irreclaimable 
depths of debasement a s ^pre liminary step to her 
The branrfpNfcfamy in either or any 
is but a sad introdflrMon to the work of regen- 
In our judgment, the wiser and more effi- 
cacious course would be to conclude at once that a 
system which in a few years has led to such wide- 
spread and aggravated corruption of the judieiary 
mnst be false and impracticable, and to take imme- 
diate steps to replace it with a juster one. If the 
case is as we apprehend it is, the judiciary of Penn- 
sylvania is quite beyond the reach of expedients — 
it demands the most thorough and radical treat- 
ment. It should be cut up by the roots, and en- 
grafted upon a purer body. The acknowledged ex- 
tent and degree of its demoralization show that the 
public opinion of the State is not sufficiently eleva- 
ted to sustain a system which drsws so largely upon 
the virtue and intelligence of the people as an elec- 
tive judiciary confessedly does. The true evil 
should be faced unflinchingly, and the true remedy 
unflinchingly applied. 

We fear that Pennsylvania at least is not yet 
prepared for the elective system, and, if so. she 
ought to have the good sense to discard it without 
hesitation as a pernicious failure. Certain it is that, 
in the opinion of the first judicial minds of the 
country, and of a large majority of all thinking 
people, it U a pernicious failure, and not in Penn- 
sylvania alone. The Judiciary of New York and of 
one or two other States is as shamefully demoraliz- 
ed as that of Pennsylvania, and we have no earth- 
ly ground to hope for better things elsewhere. The 
manifest tendency of the elective svstem is every- 
where the same. Even in our own Kentucky, 
where the system is still in the bud, and where the 
blush of official modest}* might be supposed to 
linger on the cheek of the Judiciary, the countv 
j ndges already mingle freely in the partisan strifes 
of the day. and we all know of at least one candi- 
date for the circuit judgeship who openly avowed 
his determination to canvass his district and press 
his claims for election upon exclusively party 
grounds, and who executed his determination suc- 
cessfully. At this rate how long will it be before 
the Judiciary of Kentucky is as hopelessly degraded 
as that of Pennsylvania or New York or Wisconsin? 
How long will it be before the elective system be- 
comes as insufferable a nuisance here as it is begin- 
ning to be elsewhere? How long before it becomes 
a blighting curse and a disgrace to the State? 

Undoubtedly nothing save the highest popular in- 
telligence and integrity, seconded by the utmost 
vigilance of an enlightened press, can rescue the 
system anywhere from the most lamentable and 
destructive failure. We point to the examples of 
those States in which it is now quivering and bend- 
ng before the popular gusts of the hour, as a 
solemn warning to the press and people of our own 
State. If these mortifying examples do not fore- 
shadow the fate of the system here, as we sincere- 
ly trust they do not, they at least exhibit in striking 
light the sole conditions of a better fate. Let Ken- 
tucky be admonished in time. If she would win 
for herself the proud distinction of sustaining the
